'Vaccine Cuts Polio Risk, Not Virus Transmission'— Expert 


Salk polio vaccine i.s effective 
in reducing the risk of polio, al­ 
thoug h it has no major effect in 
reducing the deg ree of transmis­ 
sion of the polio virus from one 
human to another, a medical re­ 
search professor said Thursday, 
Dr. Herbert Wenner, 
research 
professor at 
Kansas 
University, 
stressed the importance of Salk 
vaccination for every man, wom­ 
an and child in Nebraska in ad­ 
dresses at the University of Ne­ 
braska’s Health Day Thursday aft­ 
ernoon and at an evening banquet 
of the Lincoln-Lancaster County 
Medical Ckinference. 
About 100 persons attended the 
medical conference, the fifth an­ 
nual meeting of tlie g roup.

said that “ when the infection oc­

A Simple Tax Base 


H w re was no surprise in the action of the 


N ebraska U nicam eral Leg islature in rejecting the 


Itfislative proposal for a corabinalion sales and 


income tax sy stem . If there is one state in the 


union where a sim ple base is inextricably linked 


with frug ality in state g overnm ent, then that 


state is N ebraska. 
The surprise would have been leg islative ap­ 
proval of the combination sales and income tax. 
We can walk all the way back to the “ Ne­ 
braska White Spot” and to y ears before that to 
review the thinking of N ebraskans on botn 
bonded debt and taxation. 
B ack in 187 4 the g rasshoppers ate up the bulk 
of N ebraska’s crop. That was not the least of 
the state’s woes. Its first g overnor, Butler, had 
been facing im peachm ent. Its U niversity of Ne­ 
braska was only a couple of steps away from 
filling down. Its county and state g overnm ents 
individually were confronted w’ilh financial em er­ 
g encies.

p art of the United States. 
It w as in that atm osphere that the constitu­ 
tional convention of 187 5 adopted the constitu­ 
tional ban on public debt by inserting a provision 
in the constitution stipulating that without the 
cash in hand the state of N ebraska could never 
contract for any of its needs calling for an ex­ 
penditure of more than $100,000. 
That g reat debate, at tim es only falling short 
of hig h controversy , has influenced the thinking 
of N ebraskans for more than 7 5 y ears. It isn't 
that we do not like to vote taxes on ourselves. 
We never have. We doubt that the people of 
any state are overjoy ed either when they avoid 
bonded debt or reject new tax schem es. 
It just 
isn’t our habit, or if we wish to put it another 
way . it isp t in ch aracter. We may be sm art or 
we m ay be stupid in this day and ag e when 
every one is doing it. 
But sm art or stupid we still say that a simple 
tax base fulfills N ebraska’s tradition, and to 
depart from it would be an unforg ivable sin.

The latter, which w as proposed by Senator 


Fullbrig ht, iD.Ark ) would have cut taxes on 


sm all corporations by some $400 million annual­ 


ly . It would have offset the drop in tax revenue 


by a readjustm ent 
o f rates apply ing to larg er 


corporations. So far as those two relief m easures 


are concerned the nation is now back where it 
w as before. Small business, which was ardently 
wooed by both parties last cam paig n tim e, can 
now move over with the farm ers who also 
g lowed under prom ises which now seem non- 
neg otiable. 


A case can be made for shifting tax loads 
from one seg m ent of the economy to another 
where it can be clearly proved that a fairer 
share of the load will result. But the tem per of 
the 
Washing ton adm inistration 
and 
the law­ 
m akers there indicates that such forms of relief 
as sm all business has been hoping for are g oing 
to be mig hty hard to come by . For practical 
purposes the problem will be settled elsewhere. 


Basically it is a problem of a federal effort 
to sustain both heavy arm am ent and a costly 
foreig n prog ram while pursuing a full speed 
ahead on a lush domestic economy . In such a 
case the answ er to hig h taxes is a cut back on 


federal activity . 


But lest sm all business and ag riculture sustain 
a second hard reverse, ail pending prog ram s to 
reduce g overnm ent spending m ust be watched 
less the austerity confines itself to taking even 
m ore away from those seg m ents without affect­ 
ing the welfare of the big g er and strong er in­ 


terests. 


Panama Restless 


The London conference called to discuss the 
internationalization of the Suez Canal did not 
include the Republic of P anam a. 
Secretary of 
State Dulles decided that Panam a wouldn’t be 
interested. 


T hat took care of Dulles but it did not take 
care of the Republic of P anam a who.se midriff 
IS bisected by the American-built, American- 
controlled P anam a Canal. 
It has rum bled ever 
since and now the University of Panam a is in­ 
stituting a round table di.scussion of the juri- 
dicial a.specls of both the Panam a 
and 
Suez 
Canal.s. 


In a once over lig htly con.sideration of canals 
a g ood ca.se can be made for the internationali­ 
zation of the P anam a C anal—about as g ood as 
can be m ade for Suez. 
But a 
deeper 
inq uiry 
snows some sound reasons why that would be 
a m ore unsarisfactory arrang em ent than the 
oresenl one. 
A .small, relatively defenseless na­ 
tion, lacking sufficient policing streng th, can 
¡either effect just or dependable canal service 
lor can it prevent being .swept into international 
rivalries. 
One m ust face the fact that E g y pt’s 
departure from ihe international principle which 
n did not like to a national principle has only 
m ade m atters w'orse for both Eg y pt and the 
world. 
The United State.s can m aintain both the 
canal and its just use. 
It can also m ake more 
attractive arrang em ents with P anam a, how sat­ 
isfactory depending upon m utual understanding s.

W.\SHINGTON — Every f o ur 
y ears both Republicans and Demo­ 
crats, in their cam paig n platform s, 
come out with a ring ing declara­ 
tion in behalf of sm all business 
and the need to preserve the free 
enterprise sy stem

croachm ents of big business and 
monopoly . 


But as Co ngress has again de­ 
m o nstrated. t h e s e fine-so unding 
pro m ises mo lder In the files be­ 
tween electio n cam paigns. 


Senator J, William Fuibrig ht of 
A rkansas for the fourth lim e tried 
to effect the sim plest p o s s i b l e 
chang e in the corporation tax laws 
to bring some relief to sm aller 
businesses. His am endm ent to the 
bill to continue corporation and 
excise taxes at present rates—the 
only opportunity the Senate is like­ 
ly to have this session to pass 
on tax chang es—was defeated 33 
to 52. 
Fuibrig ht v.?ould reduce the tax 
rate for corporations earning less 
than $225,000 a y ear from '10 per 
cent to 22 per cent. All earring s 
above $225.000 would be taxed at 
22 per cent plus a surtax of 31 
per cent, which would be a one 
per cent increase for the larg er 
corporations. 
■0 
•it 
As the debate developed. 98 per 
cent of all corporations would ben­ 
efit by this chang e, with a total 
tax reduction of about $400,000,- 
000 . 
But under the Fuibright pro po s­ 
al, this amo unt wo uld no t be lo st 
to the Treasury . It wo uld be m ade 
up 
fo r 
by 
the 
Increase 
o n 
the 
larger co rpo ratio ns co m prising two 
per cent o f the to tal. In fact, ac­ 


co rding to Fulbright’s sho wing, the 
go v ernm ent wo uld get an additio n­ 
al $2 0.000,000 in rev enues. 
As orig inally put forw ard, t h e 
Fuibrig ht am endm ent had 35 co­ 
sponsors—nine Republicans and 28 
D em ocrats. But the day after they 
put their nam es on the proposal 
four of the R epublicans—Senators 
Andrew F. Schoeppel of K ansas, 
F rank A. 
B arrett 
of 
Wy oming , 
C harles E. F etter of Michig an and 
Homer E. C apehart of Indiana— 
w ithdrew. 
This left only five Republican 
supporters, Mrs. M arg aret Chase 
Sm i‘h 
of 
Maine. 
H. 
A lexander 
Smith of New Jersey . Francis Case 
of South Dakota, B arry M. Gold- 
w ater of Arizona and .Alexander 
W'iley of Wisconsin. 
Yet, as the debate broug ht out. 
President Eisenhow er said in late 
October that he intended to ask 
Cong ress for about $8 00.i)00.000 in 
tax relief for sm all busine.ss. On 
October 1 he said at Lexing ton, 
Ky .. that he would include “ spe­ 
cial tax m easures’’ along with oth­ 
er specific recom m endations f o r 
action. 


If the President put fo rth any 
effo rt to get Republican senato rs to 
bark the pledges that he and his 
party m ade, that effo rt w as no t 
v isible. 
Even the assistant to the P resi­ 
dent, Sherm an Adams, had g one on

State Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction, 19.36, pag es 328 -362. 


LB 236 passed by the 1943 Uni­ 
cam eral Leg islature increa.sed free 
hig h school tuition from $2.25 to 
$3,00 per w'eek. or to $108 for nine 
m onths’ attendance. 
N e b r a s k a 
School Laws, 1945, states that LB 
17 9 increased free hig h school tui­ 
tion to $4.50 a week (Section 7 9- 
9 10). This provided for non-resi- 
ient free hig h school tuition to be 
<162 for nine m onths’ attendance. 
N ebraska School 
Law's, 
1949-.50, 
Section 7 9 -4, 102, provided for the 
non-resident free hig h school tui- 
♦ion at the rate of six dollars per 
week or m ajor fraction thereof, 
or .$216 for the nine m onths’ a t­ 
tendance. 
The tuition was raised two y ears 
ag o to $10.50 per week or to $37 á 
for nine 
m onths’ attendance. 
In 
1915 the free hig h school tuition 
w as rai.sed from «$36 to $54 for 
nine m onths’ attendance.

C. J. Walstroni, .state entomolo­ 
gist, advises all prospective buy­ 
ers of colonies of bees to insist 
on a Nebraska Health Certificate, 
certifying them as free of con­ 
tagious bee diseases. Nebraska’s 
bee law requires persons offering 
bees for sale to furnish the buyer 
with a valid certificate of inspec­ 
tion. 
Individuals desiring to offer bre.s 
for sale should write to the State 
, Apiary Inspector, Department of 
Agriculture and Inspection, L i n- 
co in, requesting inspection. 
Bees play a vita! role in the 
pollination of alfalfa, sweetclover 
and many other agricultural crops, 
Walstrom declared. Any spread of 
bee diseases, through the sale of 
uninspected colonies of bees, could j 
greatly reduce the yields of m any' 
of these crops, he added.
